WASHINGTON (U PI) — Dismayed that the Communists acknowledged 
holding only 10 prisoners of war in Laos, the Defense Department said Fri­ 
day it considers the list incomplete and has demanded “ more information 
from the other side in Paris.” 
“ It doesn’t appear to us that this could be a complete list, and we are 
asking some questions through diplomatic channels,” said Pentagon 
spokesman Jerry W. Friedheim. 
The Laotian list was handed over by North Vietnamese diplomats in Paris 
Thursday after an unexplained five-day delay following release of the 
names of 555 Americans held captive in Vietnam. 


The list given to U.S. authorities Thursday identified seven U.S. military 
officers and three civilians —two Americans and a Canadian —as survivors 
held by the Pathet Lao. 
Unlike the far longer lists provided last Saturday, the Laos list made no 
mention of any captives who died in prison. 


“ We had expectations of learning about more rnen held in Laos, 
Friedheim said. “ That’s why we have gone back and asked for more 
information from the other side, particularly on the lists of Laos. We don't 
see how that list of seven officers we received could be complete. We had 
greater expectations than that, obviously. 
The Pentagon’s own records identified six men as POWs and 311 others as 
missing in action in Laos. Some officials had expected as many as 50 or 60 
names on the Communist list. 
Although the Pentagon maintains hope otherwise, Thursday’s Laotian list 
might be the last roster of surviving POWs in Southeast Asia the United 
States will receive. 


So far Hanoi has identified 562 U.S. servicemen and 35 civilians as living 
prisoners in North and South Vietnam and Laos. An additional 55 military 
men and 13 civilians of four nations have been listed as having died in 
captivity.

Fighting at new low despite squabbles 


SAIGON (U PI) - South Vietnam 
began its lunar Year of the Water 
Buffalo Saturday with cease-fire 
violations at a new low level. The 
agencies set up to police the truce 
were finally showing their first 
signs of progress. 
Squabbling 
in 
the 
conference 
rooms still blocked attempts to 
make peace, but representatives of 
the four powers in the cease-fire 
supervision unit hoped to meet for 
the first time Saturday with the 
heads of delegations of the four 
warring entities. 


The South Vietnamese command’s 
morning 
communique 
Saturday 
listed no major battles for the first 
time since the cease-fire began Jan. 
28 Military sources said there were 


no significant actions underway in 
the country. 
However, 
government 
intelli­ 
gence sources reported capture of 
two 
documents 
which 
raised 
questions of the permanency of any 
cease-fire. One, seized in the I 
Military Region (the northernmost 
province), 
informed 
Communist 
units that the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese signed the ceasefire 
only to induce the Americans to 
withdraw.

The second document, captured 
along the central coast in Binh Dinh 
province, 
instructed

Disclosure of the emergency plan

The court on abortion 


Says Justice Blaekmun. 
speaking for the majority of 
the Supeme Court: 
“We 
need 
not 
resolve 
the 
difficult question of when 
life 
begins. 
When 
those 
trained in the respective 
disciplines 
of 
medicine, 
philosophy, 
and 
theology 
are unable to arrive at any 
consensus, the judiciary, at 
t h is 
poi nt 
in 
the 
development 
of 
man's 
knowledge, 
is 
not 
in a 
position to speculate as to 
the answer.’ But in fact the 
Court 
didn't 
proceed 
to 
speculate on the answer, it 
proceeded to act on an 
answer 
it 
very 
simply 
promulgated Up until three 
months, said the Court, the 
human fetus is nothing more 
than a biological lump of the 
mother, as expendable as a 
cyst. From three months to 
six months, it is something 
more than just that, but just 
exactly 
what, 
the Court 
spared us the intellectual 
embarrassment 
of 
stipu­ 
lating. Then, during the last 
three 
months, 
or 
more 
exactly the last ten weeks, 
the fetus is conceded by the 
Court as being “viable.” 
That 
means 
that 
even 
separated from the mother 
the fetus could develop into 
a complete human being. 
Does 
that 
mean 
that 
beginning at this point the 
Court confers constitutional 
protections on the fetus? 
No. At that point, says the 
Court, “the state . . . may go 
so 
far 
as 
to 
proscribe 
abortion.” 
Re al ly, 
it 
was 
an 
o u t r a g e o u s 
d e c i s i o n . 
Concerning 
it, 
a 
few 
observations: 
1) 
B e c a u s e 
the 
theological, 
philosophical, 
and 
medical 
worlds are 
divided on just when the 
fetus can be considered to 
be “human,” why does that 
mean 
that 
the 
Supreme 
Court must therefore make 
the decision? The theolo­ 
gical. 
philosophical, 
and 
medical worlds are divided 
on the question when a 
human being reaches the 
age 
of 
maturity: 
and, 
accordingly, a decision is 
reached (at age 18) not by 
the 
theologians, 
phil­ 
osophers, doctors — or by 
the 
m em bers 
of 
the 
Supreme Court — but by the 
politicians, who give their 
views 
on 
the 
subject, 
informed by the people. 
2) The notion that we have 
here a church-state issue in 
the denominational sense is 
p r e p o s t e r o u s . 
It

everywhere suggested that 
it is a Catholics - against - 
the world issue. Yet the 
most recent national ref- 
erendums on the matter, in 
Michigan and North Dakota 
— both of them states in

3) Insofar as the Court 
attempted to base its line of 
reasoning on the argument 
that it is wrong to deny a 
woman an abortion since 
statistics show that giving 
birth to a child is more 
dangerous than aborting it, 
the Court was implausible 
— as one of the dissenters, 
Justice 
White, scathingly 
pointed out. “At the heart of 
the controversy,” he said, 
“are those recurring preg­ 
nancies that post no danger 
whatsoever to the life or 
health of the mother but are 
nevertheless unwanted for 
any one or more of a variety 
of reasons — convenience, 
family planning, economics, 
dislike 
of 
children, 
the 
embarrassment 
of 
illegi­ 
timacy, etc.” 
In a sentence which will 
survive in the annals of 
syntactical inelegance and 
analytical chaos, the Court 
said: 
“ Maternity, 
or 
additional offspring, 
may 
force upon the woman a 
distressful life and future. 
Psychological harm may be 
imminent. 
Mental 
and 
physical 
wealth may 
be 
taxed by child care.” So 
that is the reason to allow 
abortion! I should think it at 
the very least a good excuse 
to justify infanticide. And 
the very best of reasons for 
justifying the elimination of 
all adolescents as a class. 
God knows they force upon 
m o s t 
m o t h e r s 
a 
“distressful“ life, as the 
judge put it. The psychologi­ 
cal 
harm 
of 
wayward 
children 
is 
not 
only 
“imminent,“ but concrete, 
as is the “tax“ on the 
“ m ental 
and 
physical 
wealth” of their parents. 
4) If it should happen 
tomorrow 
that 
medical 
science developed a means 
of protecting the embryo at 
age six weeks, does the 
Supreme Court understand 
its decision as having been 
invalidated? 
The whole of it is dismal, 
reaching right down to the 
neglected cuticles of the

London flu epidemic 


ATLANTA ( UP I » — An epidemic of London flu sweeping 
the nation has claimed the lives of 1,027 persons, the 
National Center for Disease Control (NCDCI said Fnday. 
Reports from 122 major U.S. cities, according to NCDC, 
show that the number of deaths from influenza and 
pneumonia has risen above the epidemic threshold for the 
fourth consecutive week. 
The number of deaths from the disease increased during 
the week ended Jan. 26 in all sections of the country except 
in the Middle Atlantic, South Atlantic and West South 
Central states, where a decrease in the mortality was 
noted, the agency reported. 
Most of influenza-pneumonía deaths involved the elderly 
or those suffering from underlying chronic ailments. 
The NCDC said, that although 1,027 persons died in the 
first four weeks of this year from influenza, this mortality 
figure was less than for the same period of 1972 when. 1,105 
persons died of the Hong Kon flu 
The total number of flu deaths for the latest reported 
week was 909, the NCDC said, which was 321 more than the 
number expected for that period 


Handgun legislation 


WASHINGTON (UPIi — Attorney General Richard G. 
Kleindienst said Friday he will begin drafting handgun 
legislation next week designed to meet the objections of 
Congress. 
At his news conference Wednesday, President Nixon 
endorsed the concept of legislation to restrict the sale of 
cheap “Saturday night special" handguns widely used in 
holdups. It is believed such a weapon was used against Sen. 
John Stennis, D-Miss., who was seriously wounded during a 
holdup here Tuesday. 
“ I think we need to take a look at handgun legislation and 
perhaps offer a couple of other restrictive possibilities,' 
Kleindienst said. “ We’re studying it now and I hope to come 
up with something definite next week “ 


Police attack Jewish activist 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet secret police Friday threw a 
Jewish activist to the ground and kicked him before 
screaming passersby on a crowded street in an attempt to 
break up his meeting with a western correspondent, the 
newsman said. 
Ulrich Mulert, a correspondent for the West German 
news agency Deutsche Presse Agentur (DPA), said the 
plainc 1 o t h e s police shouted “ hooligan, hooligan" at the 
activist, Alexei Tumerman, then bundled him into a car and 
took him away. 
A second Jewish activist, Alexander Levich, was grabbed 
by the agents but later released after one of them said, 
"We re not after this one." 


Stennis in danger period 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Surgeons said Friday that Sen. 
John C. Stennis, critically wounded in a holdup, had entered 
a “ danger period 
during which his bullet-damaged 
internal organs could become infected 
Maj. Frank Garland, public affairs officer for Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center, said the condition of the 71- 
year-old Mississippi Democrat still was listed as “ very 
serious and his prognosis is guarded." 
He told a mid-afternoon briefing that Stennis, robbed and 
shot twice in front of his northwest Washington home 
Tuesday night, was resting well and “ his vital signs are 
good.” 


Call tor cease-fire 
VIENTIANE, Laos (UPI) — A high member of the 
Communist Pathet Lao has called for an immediate cease­ 
fire in Laos, informed diplomatic sources said Friday. 
They said the official was expected to arrive here Saturday 
for concrete negotiations. 
Other sources said Saturday that American officials in 
Laos have taken advantage of the Vietnam cease-fire to 
bring heavy B52 bombing into effect against North 
Vietnamese troops and supply lines in northern Laos. 
The proposal for a cease-fire was contained in a telegram 
to the government of Premier Souvanna Phouma. It was 
broadcast by the clandestine Pathet Lao radio which said 
the cable was sent Thursday. It came from Phouumi 
Vongvichit and was addressed to Souvanna.

The answer to that ques­ 
tion is that North was willing 
to gamble that if South did 
not hold the ace of clubs he 
would hold second round con­ 
trol so that he was going to 
six hearts if South showed 
just one ace 
What about North’s bid of 
six clubs? What was that bid 
for? 
It was a grand slam force 
and said. "Partner we have 
all the aces and I am not par­ 
ticularly interested in kings. 
What I want to know is do 
you 
hold 
the 
queen 
of 
hearts? 
How was South supposed 
to show the queen of hearts? 
He was supposed to jump to 
seven hearts if he held it. 
Then why did South bid 
seven clubs? 
We’ll let Tom Smith, one of 
our very fine young players 
who held the hand in a rub­ 
ber bridge game at New 
York’s Cavendish Club, give 
his reasons. 
“ I decided to let my part­ 
ner place the grand slam. He 
might have held the queen of 
diamonds and no jack or 10 
of hearts. In that case dia­ 
monds would have been a 
safer place for the grand 
slam. He wasn't going to 
pass to seven clubs.” 
Seven hearts made easily 
but there were only 12 tricks 
available at either spades or 
no-trump so the “way out’’ 
bidding was way in.

NEW YORK—i NEA »— I pon sober reflection, it be­ 
comes obvious that the question is not w hether the 
National Anthem should be played at United States 
sporting events but how much of it should be fluted 
and tootled. 
The recen t controversy at Madison Square Garden 
o’er whether “The Star-Spangled Banner” should be 
played before a track meet has been resolved in the 
patriotic positive. This is as it should be. for we saw 
the value of the warbling of the ditty before the Super 
Bowl game. 
Ninety-thousand football nuts and the ninety or so 
players and coaches stood in the Los Angeles Coliseum 
and faced 
the electric 
scoreboard 
solemnly 
as 
the 
Anthem was played and the neon flag 'fluttered" in 
all 
its 
black-and-white 
animated 
splendor. 
Fervors 
stoked, the athletes then went out to draw some red- 
blooded American blood for Old Glory (also known 
as “dough” i. 
Despite the patriotic difficulty of the notes and the 
chauvinistic inanity of the words (H arry Trum an once 
said that except for “ The Missouri Waltz.” “ The Star- 
Spangled Banner" was the lousiest piece of music), it 
is proposed here that the entire anthem 
should be 
played at sports events. Politicians who equate flag- 
waving w ith votes and sports entrepreneurs who exploit 
nationalism through ticket sales m ust surely consider 
the proposal. 


Now, all we sing is this: 
"Oh! say . can you see, by the dawn's early light / What 
so proudly we hailed at the twilight's last gleaming?/ 
Whose broad stripes and bright stars, thro’ the perilous 
fight, / O 'er the ramparts we watched were so gallantly 
streaming? / And the 
rockets' red glare, the 
bombs 
bursting in air, / Gave proof thro' the night that our 
flag was still there. / Oh! say, does that star-spangled 
banner yet wave / O’e r the land of the free and the 
home of the brave?” 
This is the moment when the athletes charge onto 
the field, like so many Sgt. Yorks. And the fans begin 
to howl for the enemy's hide. It’s all touching, of course, 
but it's sort of blasphemous. For only part of the Anthem 
has been trilled Let s play this part too: 
“On the shore, dimly seen thro* the mist of the deep, / 
Where the foe's haughty host in dread silence reposes,/ 
What is that which the breeze, o’er the towering steep, / 
A s it fitfu lly blows, 
half conceals, half discloses? / 
Sow it catches the gleam of the morning's first beam, / 
In full glory reflected, now shines on the stream. / 
'Tis the star-spangled banner. Oh! long may it wave / 
O'er the land of the fre e and the hom e of the brave!” 
Now. as your heart begins to beat faster an d your 
favorite boxer is about to come out to break his foe’s 
nose, you think you have done your duty by singing 


the Anthem Well, not yet: 
" And where is that band who so vauntm gly swore / 
That the havoc of war and the battle’s confusion / A 
hom e and a country should leave us no more? / Their 
blood has washed out their foul footstep’s pollution. / 
No refuge could save the hireling and slave / From the 
terror of flight or the gloom of the grave, / And the 
star-spangled banner in triumph doth wave / O'er the 
land of the free and the home of the brave.” 
You feel as proud as the American Bald Eagle and 
you're hoping that skin-headed Ray Nitschke. the human 
embodiment of glorious hairlessness, will break a few 
adversary bones with a tackle. Now. like the good 
American spectator, you’re about to nestle into your 
seat. 
But wait. 
Keep standing, 
for the Anthem 
is 
not o’er. 
“Oh! thus be it ever when free men shall stand / 
Between their loved home and the war’s desolation,/ 
Blest with vic’try and peace, may the Heav’n-rescued 
land / Praise the Pow’r that hath made and preserved 
us a nation. / Then conquer we must, when our cause 
it is just, A nd this be our motto. In God is our trust.’ / 
A n d the star-spangled banner in trium ph shall wave / 
O ’er the land of the free and the home of the brave.” 
Singing only one-fourth of the Anthem is like raising 
the flag only one-quarter mast, which is even lower than 
half-mast. New, fully-throated, we are able to really 
relish the sporting event: "Kill 'em, Gorilla Monsoon!"

Roberto's son 
foresaw crash

RIO PIED RA S, P R. (U P I) - Spring training is only 
around the corner, and you know how it is with old habits, 
they're hard to get rid of. 
It is no different in the hom e of the late Roberto 
C lem ente, who w as killed at 38 on New Y e a r’s E ve when 
the plane on which he w as trying to perform an e rran d of 
m ercy for N icaraguan earthquake victim s crashed into the 
C aribbean only a few m iles away from here 
“ If Roberto was here, he would be planning to go to 
Florida for spring training now ,” says his attractiv e, d a rk ­ 
haired widow, Vera Clem ente, who has been caring for her 
three sm all sons, Roberto Jr., 7, Luis Roberto. 6. and 
Roberto Enrique, 3, since the tragedv 
“ I had promised to take the children to Disneyland this 
spring," Vera said 
“ Roberto said he was going too, 
because it w asn't far from w here he had to tram with the 
P ittsburgh P irates We all w ere looking forw ard to the trip, 
but now 
Vera C lem ente didn’t finish the sentence 
She is a strong w om an, who has not cloaked herself in a 
blanket of self-pity since the search for her husband's body 
was abandoned two w eeks ago She does not sit in her home 
here and wring her hands all day. but keeps busy instead 
actively furthering the cam paign to finish a complex known 
as “ Sports City," which Roberto C lem ente sought to c re a te 
for kids in nearby Carolina, and answ ering the m ountain of 
mail which followed her husband's death 
“ T here m ust be thousands of letters and sym pathy 
c a rd s." she says. “ I have started to answ er each one. and 1 
would like to answ er them all " 
Roberto C lem ente’s three boys cluster around their 
m other as she talks 
The oldest, Roberto J r , or "R o b ertito " as he's called, is 
the im age of his fa th e r—a m iniature Roberto Clem ente 
“ E very day he keeps reading the many, many articles 
about his fath er," says his m other. “ He realizes his father 
is gone, that he never will com e back, but to him, his father 
is still here. He said to m e only the other day Daddy w as so 
good that he’s now with God Bad people, when they leave, 
they go down Daddy went up 


“ Then he pointed to the chair over there in the dming 
room ," said Roberto Clem ente s widow, "and he said to 
me. "You see, m am a, daddy is here with us.’” 
Incredibly, Roberto Clem ente. J r., apparently had some 
idea of his fath e r’s death before it occurred on New Y e a r’s 
Eve. M ore incredibly yet, he “ called' 
it and tried to 
prevent it. 
Vera Clem ente tells it this way: 
“ On the night R oberto was killed I took the children to 
my m o th e r’s house in Carolina because I had to go to the 
airport L ater on, afte r what happened, my m other told me 
that while she w as fixing Robertito s bed. he said to her, 
"Daddy is leaving for N icaragua, and he’s not com ing back. 
The plane is going to crash. He's not coming back. G ra n d ­ 
ma. P le ase call M am a and tell her not to let him go. 
P le a s e !" 
Roberto Clemente. J r., is seven years old Besides, it was 
late and his g randm other knows how little boys feel when 
their daddy has to leave on a trip Still. Robertito had never 
carried on like that before 
“ My m other told m e later she was thinking of calling me 
at the airport, but she didn’t," says Vera Clem ente 


Even had she done so. and had his wife relayed the 
m essage, it is highly unlikely Roberto C lem ente would have 
been dissuaded from his purpose G enerally, once he m ade 
up his mind, it was m ade up. and nothing in the world could 
change it. 
Many of Roberto C lem ente s baseball cronies, fellows 
like Steve Blass, Willie Mays, Ju an M arichal. Mike Cuellar, 
Jim Wynn, Johnny Bench. Ron Santo, Joe Morgan. Billy 
W illiams and Brooks Robinson a re only a few m iles down 
the road from here com peting in the A m erican Airlines 
Golf T ournam ent. 
Vera C lem ente has been invited to the tournam ent but 
doesn t think she 11 be able to m ake it because sh e’s so busy 
taking c a re of her children and answ ering all the mail 
S om etim es she doesn t even think of her husband as being 
dead. 
His clothes in his hom e here are exactly the way he left 
them 
“ F o r m e, he’s still aliv e," his widow says softly. “ You 
ask m e how m uch I m iss him"' Oh. my God! I m iss him 
every m om ent, every day We w ere not like two persons, 
but like one. E very tim e I would start to tell him 
som ething, he would nod his head before I even finished 
because we were both thinking about the sam e thing, at the 
sam e tim e “
